° Mr Ursan; 
O* reading-a book pubfifhed fome- 
time fince, ‘entitled Effays on the 
Chara@erifticks, I often thought on an 
obfervation of that noble writer, wholé 
works ‘the ‘author of thefe' eflays has, 
without underftanding them, prefumed 
to criticize ; viz. ‘that if his lordfhip’s 
writings be really fo inconfiftent and ab- 
furd, as this cflay-writer endeavours to 
reprefént them, ‘'He mutt be very ins 
* differently employed, who has taken 
* upon him to ar{wer nonfenfe in form, 
ridicule what is itfelf a jeft, and put the 
* world to read a fecond book ‘for the 
* fake of the impertinences of a for- 
* mer.” But, on the other hand, if 
they are, asthey really are, a fyltem of 
the trueft and moft ufeful philofophy, 
and infpire us, as they really do, witha 
generous love of truth, virtue and liber- 
ty, and an honeft deteltation of what- 
ever is likely to. obftruét us in the pur- 
fuit of either, what muft we think of a 
man who, in order to JefJen the reputati= 
on of fuch a writer, labours to miflead 
a {uperficial or illiterate reader ?

‘wourable opportunity for fhaking off 
the yoke. 

In the fecond expedition the army di- 
‘seéted its march eaftward from Cuzco, 
and broaght under fubjection ‘the coun- 
try of Challapampa, which was thinly 
peopled ; fome ‘of the tribes already 

quered wereremoved to people the 
diftriét called Pil/cupata: the army at- 

terwatds took poffeifion of the countries 
‘of Haviita and Tuau, where the herb or 
leaf called’ Coca, * or Cuca grows ; and 


* Coca, or Cuca, is a frnall green leaf grow- 
ing on little trees or bufhes about a man’s 
height, in exceffive hot and very moift land, 
The tree..bears this leaf every tour months. 
It cofts the Indians intolerable labour and ma- 
any lives -to look after it, becaufe they go for 
it from the cold mountains into the hot moift 
bottoms aad valleys. They jay it very order- 
ly into long narrow baskets, which they load 
on the dheep of the country, and they travel 
with this commodity in flocks, carrying 2 or 
goco bafkets. In ufing it they chew it and 
fuck the juice, but co not fwallow the leaf. 
Tt is doubtieis very nourishing, for the Indians 
will travel great journeys or do any other great 
labour without eating any thing but a handful 
of Coca. It has a very unpleafant tafte,

but it being _—— that this report 
was Owing to what the prince had told 
concerning his vifion, it was not regard- 
ed ; but foon- after there came certain 
advice that the nations called Chamca, 
Uramarca, Villea, Ucunjula, Hancobuallu, 
and others had rebelled and put to death 
their governors, and were in full march 
to Cuzco with 40,000 men. The Inca 
feeing -himfelf furprized and taken at un- 
awares by the unexpeéted approach of 
fo nuinerous an army, refolved to aban- 
don the city, and all the inhabitants of 
the neighbourhood followed him. When 
the prince, who was ftill keeping the 
cattle, heard of it, he was forry and a- 
fhamed that his father fhould be guilty 
of fach a pufillanimous action, and im- 
mediately repaired to Muyna, a place a- 
bout 5 leagues diftant from Cuzco, where 
his father and thofe of the blood-royal 
had halted.

DESCRIPTION. 

HL is a large boilerclofe on all fides;

ON 0&. 18 laft, about 2 in the afternoon, in 

the cleareft funfhine, and calmeft weather, 
the earth thook violently ; a fteeple was thrown 
down, and a few houles demolithed in the 


French part of the ifland ; but in the Spanifp. . 


part, feveral convents and. churches were 
thrown down in the city of St Domingo; a 
Spanifp village,. called Baniguo, was entirely 
fwallow'd up, and a fort of faltifh lake ap- 
peared in its place ;- a Volcano opened within 
20 leagues of Domingo, ejecting fire and fmoke, 
—Nov. 21, about 8 in the morning, during 
a profound calm, was felt a flight fkock,which 
increafed to fuch violence that almoft all the 
ftone houfes at Princes Port were thrown down, 
and the timber houfes ftood but little longer ; 
in the plain called Cul de Sac, fugar mills and 
refining houfes were thrown down, apertures 
were made in the ground, whence iffued fetid 
fprings; the tops of three mountains crum- 
bled away, and choaked up a river, which 
has fince taken another courfe ; in the plain 
near the cape above 25000 pots of fugar, &c, 
were broken and buried under the ruins; in 
the diftri€t of fort Dauphin many fugar works 
and dwelling houfes were deftroy’d.
